Indeed, 
without closely examining the argu- 
ments here in favor of this extension of 
the right to the ballot—some of which 
are plausible because of the conceded 
right to representation for every tax- 
payer—it may be safely stated that if 
the demand should be universal on the 
part of the women of any State, the 
privilege would probably be granted 
to them. But the fact is that 
there has been no general request 
of the kind on the part of the majority, 
and it is doubtful if there ever will be. 
The reform'' has not seemed to have 


the twenty years of unselfish service 
devoted to it by Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton. Susan B. Anthony and A. 
Livermore, and now that the Supremé 
Court of Wyoming has decided the law 
to be uncorstitutional the agitation of 
the subject will probably decline. 


It is a noticeable fact, also, that 
the American people are becom- 
ing more and more conservatiye in 
regard to the extension of the 
right of suffrage. Many wise men 
are of the opinion that the black man 
of the South was enfranchised too soon, 
though at the time his elevation to cit- 
izenship seemed to be one of the abso- 
lute necessities of the situation; while 
others think that a property, or an edu- 
cational qualification shouid be imposed 
with the right to make the laws. 
The serious trouble that the Socialists 


the large cities, nearly all of whom are 
foreigners, has opened the eyes of a 
good many thoughtful people to the 
necessity of making our naturalization 
laws more stringent, and to guard 
the way to American citizenship 
with more jealousy than has, ween 
our custom in the past. The founders 
of the Republic wisely put it in the 
Constitution that no foreign-born per- 
son should be eligible to the Presidency, 
and their idea was that no alien should 
ever become a full-fledged American 
citizen until he had resided in this 
country for five years. Many of the 
Western States, however, in their eager- 
ness to induce a rapid settlement of 
their section, have made laws antago- 
nistic to the spirit of the organic act, 
whereby an alien can vote as soon as 
he has declared his intention to be- 
come a citizen, and often before 
he can read the names on the 
ticket he deposits in the ballot-box. 


Of the seven Anarchists now under 
sentence of death in Chicago only one 
of them (Parsons) is a native of 
America, and he is a low-down fellow 
who married a mulatto woman for his 
wife.

How Central Pacific’s Land Agent 
Raided Southern California 


id | In the Interest of the Alleged Northern 


Citrus Belt. 


His Report Causes Dismay to His Fellow Belters— 
Some Mighty Interestin’ Reading About 
Les Angeles, Furnished by Mr. 
Barren Hills Milis. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ‘ 

San Francisco, Feb. 8. — [Special.] 

About three weeks ago a gentleman large- 
ly interested, both directly and indirectly, 
in Northern California, left here for Los 
Angeles. He announced his intention of 
staying there two weeks. That, in his opin- 
ion, would afford him ample time to spy out 
the land and put his finger on all the soft“ 
spots of the Los Angeles boom. He would 
make, he stated, some mighty interesting 
reading when he gut back for the occupants 
of the Northern Citrus Belt. The gentle- 
man has proven himself as good as his word, 
and is now furnishing the “ mighty inter- 
esting reading which he promised. When 
the additional fact is recorded that the gen- 
tleman referred to is no less a personage 
than Mr. W. H. Mills, land agent of the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company, the 
“mighty interesting” reading becomes in- 
tensely so. Nor is its importance rendered 
any less when the further fact is disclosed 
that Mr. Mills is the author of the famous 
map published lately in the Sacramento 
Record-Union, and which is now generally 
known as the Barren Hills” map. 

This wonderful geographical production 
split the State of California into two distinct 
sections. The dividing line was an imagin- 
ary one drawn due east from Monterey Bay. 
All north of this imaginary line had, as 
shown in the map, been endowed by a 
bounteous nature with every agricultural 
virtue, whereas south of the line there was 
nothing but a blasted“ region represented 
by “Barren Hills.”
